A new Impetus was given to the work
of rescue at the Twin =haft, Pittston,
last night by the report that the 8
o'cleck shift had heard the sgound of
rushing alr a few teet In advanee of
them and that it s undoubtedly made
by fpeurrent golng through the manway
which they are now striving to reach.

This manway is cut through the solid
rock and leads to the workings whore
the men are entombed, 1t la reached
from the slope through = trap  door
which the rescuers hope to get to before
nightfull today, They surmise from
the sound of rushing air which grows
more dlstinet as they advancs, that this
trap door has been bolted down by the
full and that the wir ls  clreuluting
through the manwaey 4l 4 great veloe-
ity.

If their surmises are correct the hope
of at least recovering the bodies be-
comes brighter. The manway must be
practically open at least (o allow the air |
to puas through and If It is choked at
all It 1s certalnly not as bad as the
slope. It may be wholly Intact and ln
